In the realm of education driving 
training programs in public high 
schools have become an integral 
part of school curricula in recent 
years. Bristol High School's pro­ 
gram, begun three years ago. was 
one of the pioneer efforts In the 
state. 
More than 60 students 16 or over 
are now trained annually by Lester 
P. Michael, specially-trained driv­ 
ing instructor at the school.

One hour a week is devoted to class­ 
room study of the motor vehicle 
code. Completion of tho course la 
made when the student success­ 
fully passes his driver's test and 
receives his license. 
More than 300 adults in the Bris­ 
tol area are hoping to take instruc­ 
tion this summer in a six-week 
adult session. The course uses a 
car leased from a local automobile 
firm and Is carried on in coopera­ 
tion with the American Automobile 
Association. 
No amount of enforcement or ed­ 
ucation can lower the highway acci­ 
dent toll lf the Individual driver 
refuses to recognise the dangers 
that exist on the highways, accord­ 
ing to Chief Jones. 
No amount of slogans can cut 
accidents unless each driver real 
lies that his car can become an in­ 
strument of death or can he turned 
Into a deathtrap of cutting metal, 
broken glass and crushing force 
Caution, courtesy and common 
sense—the three c's of careful driv­ 
ing—-can 
save 
lives. 
Reasonable 
caution and an Intelligent fear will 
prevent false and often fatal moves. 
Courtesy, driving as you would 
have the other fellow drive, ess pay 
off In lives. 
Adult common sense applied be­ 
hind the wheel can do much to 
cleanse the blood off the highways. 
It can easily be your own blood.

Cm MooOI fro w Fame O ar 
celved to send IT. 8. air and naval 
forces to the direct support of South 
Korea's defenders. 
Despite today's American bomb­ 
ings and strafing* that destroyed a 
number of Soviet-type tanks and 
slowed the invasion, the North Ko­ 
rean Communist* declared this eve­ 
ning their forces had smashed into 


The Seoul radio apparently whs 
long the buildings occupied by 
ie Communists who previously 
thrust a tank-led spearhead into 
the South Korean capital. Silent 
since yesterday. Radio Seoul re­ 
turned to the air late today with 
appeals to the 20,000,000 Sooth Ko­ 
reans to "revolt" against President 
Syngman Rhee's Government, 
The Seoul announcer repeatedly 
broadcast Red slogans hailing the
